Included in the examination and audit were the accounts and 
records of the Board of Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax Collector, 
Town Clerk, Trustees of Trust Funds and Municipal Court. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENTS

Comparative Balance Sheets as of December 31, 1960 and De- 
cember 31, 1961, are presented in Exhibit A-1. As indicated 
therein, the Surplus decreased by $5, 386.00 during 1961.

A summary statement of receipts and expenditures for the fiscal 
year ended December 31, 1961, made up in accordance with the 
uniform classification of accounts, is included in Exhibit B-1. 
Proof of the Treasurer's balance as of December 31, 1961, is in- 
dicated in Exhibit B-2. 


AUDIT PROCEDURE 


The accounts and records of all town officials charged with the 
custody, receipt and disbursement of public funds were examined 
and audited. Vouchers and cancelled checks were compared with 
supporting invoices and payrolls as well as entries in the books of 
record. Receipts were checked by source insofar as possible and 
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totals of receipts and expenditures verified. Book balances were 
verified by comparison with reconciled bank balances made from 
statements obtained from depository banks. Verification of uncol- 
lected taxes was made by mailing notices to delinquent taxpayers as 
indicated by the Collector's records. The amounts of uncollected 
and unredeemed taxes as indicated in this report are therefore sub- 
ject to any changes which may be necessitated by the return of veri- 
fication notices. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 
Current Surplus: 

The current surplus (excess of total assets over current liabili- 
ties) decreased by $386.00, from $12, 388.83 to $12, 002.83, during 
1961, as shown herewith:

Overdraft of Appropriations and Application of Municipal Budget 


Law: 


It is noted that in the fiscal year ended December 31, 1961, 
there was anet overdraft of appropriations amounting to $1, 965.94. 
In other words - total expenditures exceeded total appropriations 
by this amount. 


In accordance with the provisions of the Municipal Budget Law 
(R.S.A. Chapter 32), application was made to the Tax Commission 
by the Board of Selectmen, with the approval of the Budget Com- 
mittee, for a certificate of emergency authorizing expenditures in 
excess of budgetary appropriations in an amount not to exceed 
$4,000.00. This authority was granted by the Commission on 
December 14, 1961. 
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Surety Bonds: 


The surety bond of the Town Treasurer should be increased 
from $10,000.00 to $15,000.00, and the bond of the Town Clerk 
from $1, 000.00 to $2, 000.00, in order that the amount of the bonds 
may be commensurate with the amount of funds handled by these 
officials. 


Conclusion: 


The provisions of Chapter 184, of the Laws of 1955, require 
that this report or the summary of findings and recommendations 
(letter of transmittal) shall be published in the next annual report 
of the Town. 


We extend our thanks to the officials of the Town of Allenstown 
for their assistance during the course of the audit.

Andrew Buntin's land begins at Cochrins bridge, and runs south 
42 rods West 24 Rods by ye road yn on by ye sd Road South west 57 
rods to land in possession of Robert Buntin, yn west 123 rods to 
Bow line yn by sd Bow line North East 82 rods to Suncook River yn 
by sd Suncook River to ye Bridge where we began. By Walter Bry- 
ant. 


As will be noticed those boundaries fixed the location of the first 
bridge and the first road laid out by the Suncook Proprietors, 
through this part.of their territory. 


It is not known whether Wm. Knox and Robert Buntin who, the 
Masonian proprietors say had land in their possession, ever pur- 
chased these lands of the Masonian proprietors, or not, as no deeds 
to that effect have been found recorded.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Six months as superintendent of Union #53 is hardly enough to 
evaluate either the Union as such or the separate towns. Accord- 
ingly, this report will be brief. 


First of all, no stone should be unturned to see that the new 
school and all that goes with it becomes a reality in time for the 
opening of school. It is regrettable that additional money is neces- 
sary to complete the project but it may well be that new schools of 
small size no longer will be built at $12 a square foot. Whatever 
happens in the future will find Allenstown with a solid base with a 
good elementary building and educational program. It will also 
have a valuable asset if and when co-operative schools are again 
discussed either at the junior or senior high school levels or with 
grades 1 - 12. 


Along with other districts around Concord and Manchester, 
Allenstown should be in a more competitive position when hiring 
teachers. We can not be expected to pay as high maximums as 
cities but we must pay as much for beginners when they are quali- 
fied. Even with good beginning salaries it may not be possible to 
fill every position with qualified teachers since the demand is so 
great but a good salary is a step in the right direction. 


Tuition at Pembroke Academy will be $445 next year (State 
Average - $457). Tuition at the Academy and elsewhere may be 
expected to increase when salaries increase and when new build- 
ings are required. In an area where population is increasing it is 
very difficult to estimate the tuition item. A change of two pupils 
now means roughly $1, 000 one way or another. 


Your support of the schools is appreciated and we look forward 
to the opening of the new school.
